We find it has been the practice in Police Court to detain the 
Constables as a protection to the Court when they could be more 
beneficial to the County attending to their duties. We, therefore 
recommend that Mr. James Bull be engaged for the Court as Police 
Court Constable, to be on hand during the sessions and to receive 
the fee of $4.00 for each session as authorized in the Administration 
of Justice Tariff Act. 


Your Sub-Committee on Buildings examined all the buildings 
under its jurisdiction and find that the following improvements 
should be made: 


JUDGE’S OFFICE—That new lighting be installed at an estim- 
ated cost of $110.00; that an Office Desk and two Uphiolstered Chairs 
be purchased at an estimated cost of $200.00; that the Office be 
decorated at an estimated cost of $50.00; and that, if possible, a 
new Rug be purchased at an estimated cost of $250.00.

Your Committee have made an inspection of the County Road 
System and are pleased to report that the greater part of the 
System is in good condition. Considerable patching of small holes 
has been done and is being proceeded with. 


The By-law for expenditure on the County Road System amount- 
ing to $195,663.80, passed at the January Session, was submitted to 
the Department of Highways and approval of the same has been 
received. This amount is made up by a levy of 3 mills plus $6,850. 
taken from the Machinery Reserve, plus the subsidy allowed under 
the Highway Improvement, Act. 


In accordance with the Highway Improvement, certain rebates 
are to be made to the Town of Simcoe and theincorporated Villages, 
providing that the money is spent in accordance with the Act, These 
rebates are calculated on the 3-mill levy. The following -are the pay- 
ments and rebates:

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Report on A County Assessor. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the County 
of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: Being authorized by this County Council to secure 
information relative to the appointment of a County Assessor, I have 
made an earnest endeavour to contact all sources of information 
that I might present to this Council as clear cut a picture as possible 
of this important matter. 


I have been in communication with all the County Assessors 
within the Province, the Department of Municipal Affairs, the 
Municipal World, County Clerks and others, and I beg leave to 
report my findings which I will try to make as brief as possible, 


Under the present system, all, municipality assessors, while 
working under the same Assessment Act, do not assess uniformly 
with the result that we do not have an equitable assessment for 
County purposes. With each Assessor ‘‘on his own,” it is not 
possible to recognize the wide variance in assessments until the 
assessments are completed. ‘To remedy this situation. the Statutes 
provide for an Equalization of assessments each year but so many 
other factors enter into an equalization that it is generally felt that 
the final results are not necessarily indicative of true values. The 
system of the County Assessor has been instituted, partly to remedy 
this situation, and proposes to do so by the following set up. 


A County Assessor, is, with the approval of the Department of 
Municipal Affairs, appointed by a County and his duties shall be to 
supervise the municipality assessors. A common yardstick of values 
is set up and it will be one of his duties to see that each Assessor 
adheres to this valuation, thus giving an equalized assessment as it 
is made. Legally, an equalization of assessments is still necessary 
each year but with each municipality using the same unit of valua- 
tion, the matter of equalization could be expected to be merely a 
matter of form and that the assessment totals of all municipalities 
would be accepted as given. Under this system a much more com- 
plete and detailed assessment is made, 
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A uniform field sheet and appraisal card system is used for 
the whole county. Each municipality assessor completes a field 
sheet of each property and this is sent to the County Assessor, This 
shows in great detail particulars of soil, type, size of buildings, etc. 
Two appraisal cards are made from this field sheet, one being 
retained by the County Assessor’s Office and the other returned to 
the municipality. Naturally such a complete card system takes much 
longer to complete than the old assessment system and as most 
Counties do not appoint a eounty assessor until mid-summer, it is 
impossible to complete the new assessment in time for presentation 
by June of next year. So the usual procedure is to ask the munici- 
palities to accept this year’s assessment for next year and the new 
system wou!d be ready for acceptance the following year. 


To secure a truer picture of land and property values, it is 
advised that the assessment be taken in summer and autumn rather 
than in winter as was generally customary under the old system. 


Due to the large amount of work necessary to complete this 
detailed assessment, it means that to the cost of introducing this 
new system as a county expense, must also be considered added 
municipality expense in increased salaries for the municipality 
assessors, at least until the initial assessment is made. Once this is 
completed the duties of the municipality assessor are greatly lessen- 
ed as he will have only to keep the appraisal] cards revised as to 
property ownership and building changes each year. 


To assist the municipalities and their assessors under this 
system, the county supplies field and appraisal sheets and other 
supplies. This gives guaranteed uniform records for the county and 
by buying for the whole county the cost is somewhat reduced. 


The county also has the Registry Office supply monthly to each 
municipality, notices of all changes of ownersrip, provides soil 
survey maps, filing cabinets for each municipality and other sup- 
plies, all as part of the county responsibility under the new system. 


At present under this system are the Counties of Waterloo, Essex, 
Grey, Peel and the United Counties of Stormont, Dundas and Glen- 
garry, and the Counties of Ontario, Simcoe and Wellington are under 
the process of appointing a county assessor or have completed the 
appointment within the past few weeks. Some of these have so re- 
recently instituted this system that they have not been able to supply 
much information other than that relative to the installation of the 
system, but others have the system well under way and these have 
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been enthusiastic over its performance, As with any new system, 
there are certain adjustments to make in some instances but in no 
case has it been impossible to effect such changes nor has there been 
any desire to return to the old system. 


Apart from an apparently inborn prejudice against anything 
new and certain local political angles in every county, it would seem 
that the main objection to instituting the system was the initial 
cost. And as this point is an important one to our county, I have 
especially tried to secure figures that could be well applied to Nor- 
folk. It is impossible to give a figure that could be guaranteed to 
be the maximum: cost and I wish it understood that any figures I 
will quote as applying to Norfolk will only be approximate but based 
on actual figures supplied by other counties. 


The salaries of County Assessors have varied but the aver- 


-age cost of salaries of county assessors so far appointed, and ‘includ- 


ing travelling expenses, has been $2,900.00, Other expenses incurred 
would include office fixtures, clerical services, soil survey maps, 
registry office fees, assessors supplies for the county, filing system 
and cabinets for each municipality. Cost of instituting the system 
has varied considerably in the various Counties and for various rea- 
sons. For instance, the County of Essex, due to the very large num- 
ber of small properties, decided to have two assistant assessors to 
assist the county assessor, and this made their costs proportionately 
high, I am advised that the cost of installing this system there would 
be approximately $10,000.00. The County of Waterloo has given the 
cost of Jast year as $4,000.00, with the initial assessment not fully 
completed. 


It has been difficult to find a county that would compare with 
Norfolk in all details, but I have taken Grey County as one with 
which to compare our county and for the following reasons: In the 
first place, it is similarly a county of diversified occupations and 
in round figures it is just double the proportions of our county. With 
the acreage and population approximately twice that of Norfolk, 
Grey County has just twice the number of municipalities, 26 to our 
13, and in just the same ratio of rural and urban municipalities, 16 
rural to our 8. and 10. urban to our 5. Grey County is also one which 
has had the county assessor system working long enough to be able 
to give the following authorative information:

The initial cost for Grey County would therefore appear to be 
$7,598.92, but the cost of office equipment and some of the supplies 
should bie spread over a period of 15 years or more to get a true 
picture of the yearly cost of this system. 


After the initial expenditure the cost of this system should not 
be great, other than salaries. While the municipalities have been 
relieved of much expense by the county providing much of the nec- 
essary equipment and supplies, this would be offset by the additional 
salary each municipality would have to pay their assessor for the 
initial assessment under the new system, What this salary would 
be would of course be a matter of arrangement between each muni- 
cipality and their assessor and where this system is in force has 
been from $600.00 to $1,200.00. After the initial assessment the 
cost of assessment of each municipality should be little, if any, 
greater than under the old system and possibly even less. 


While Grey County has been shown in comparison to double 
Norfolk in most detail, it does not follow that the cost of initiating 
the system of County Assessor in Norfo.k would necessarily be only 
half that of Grey. Some of the services rendered would cost the 
same regardless of the size of the County, yet in other details the 
size of unit and number of municipalities it contained would have a 
direct bearing upon the cost. I therefore believe it safe to assume 
that the cost to Norfolk County to institute such a system could be 
considered at approximately $6,000.00, including all services rendered 
to the municipalities, exclusive, of course, of extra salary of munici- 
pality assessors for initial assessment. 


Perhaps you have wondered how the cost of equalization litiga- 
tion would compare with that of adopting the county assessor system, 
The “Municipal World” has made a survey of equalization ccsts for 
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the past 20 years, These figures are admittedly not uniform; some 
records only giving county cost, while others include the costs to 
each municipality as well. Some municipalities have been very free 
from equalization litigation, while others have gone to the other 
extreme. Likewise the past four or five years, due to war condi- 
tions, equalization troubles have been allowed to stand rather than 
be settled. 


\ 

For the reasons given above, the figures on equalization costs 
given in this report must be considered as somewhat conservative in 
respect to tne true overall picture. But as given, the average yearly 
cost of equalization for the past twenty years has been considerably 
below the average cost of establishiig the county assessor system. 


While it would appear that the introduction of this system would 
apparently not effect a financial saving over the present. one in the 
law of averages, yet many counties which will have litigation over 
equalization within the next few years would find in it a great finan- 
cial saving, And all counties, in initiating this system, would know 
that each of its municipalities would be equitably assessed within 
itself and with each other that a spirit of harmony between its 
municipalities could be secured and kept to a degree that equaliza- 
tion litigation never permitted, and that each muncipality would be 
pulling its just share of the load instead of jockeying for a preferred 
position in the equalization race. 


If, and when, all ‘the Counties within the Province have County 
Assessor, a logical conclusion would seem to be that a Provincial 
Assessor will be necessary to supervise the County Assessors, as 
they in turn supervise the Municipality Assessors. And then, and not 
until then, will there be an equitable assessment throughout this 
Province in which each, township, village, town and county will bear 
their fair snare of the burden (or pleasure?) of taxation and in re- 
compense will receive their fair share of Provincial Subsidies on 
taxes,

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Report of Reforestation Sub-Committee 
of The General Administration Committee. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the County 
of Norfolk. 


Gentlemen: We, the Reforestation Sub-Committee, beg leave to 
report as follows: 


Spring planting has been completed on nine of the eighteen plots 
owned by the County, as follows: 


PLOT No, 1.—Bonny Heath; 200 soft maple, 300 white ash and 
1,000 white pine, making a total of 1,500 spot planted to replace dead 
trees. Cutting of timber sold during 1944 on this plot will be com- 
pleted in three weeks. Arrangements were made to have fire guards 
plowed, as well as precautionary steps taken to prevent fire hazards 
during the sawing of lumber. 


PLOT No. 4.—Davis Property at Pine Grove; spot planting of 
1,000 Scotch pine, 12,125 red pine, 4,000 white spruce and 2,000 Nor- 
way spruce, making total of 19,125 trees, Owing to the deep snow 
and blocked rcads this past winter not as much wood was cut as 
anticipated, though considerable underbrushing has been done and 
the brush burned in preparation for spot planting, 


PLOTS 8 and 9,—Shelly and Gravel Pit Plots; 3,000 red pine 
were spot planted. 


PLOTS 10 and 11.—Payne Properties; 3,000 red pine and 1,000 
white spruce, making a total of 4,000 trees spot planted. 


PLOT 16.—Baden Powell; 2,000 soft maple, 1,000 white and 1,000 
red pine, making a total of 4,000 trees spot planted, | 


PLOT 17.—Woodhouse property; planting of this entire area 
excepting the wooded portion on the north was completed under very 
favorable conditions, Furrows were plowed and reservation made 
for fire lanes which will be plowed when weather permits. On this 
plot 4,150 soft maple, 1,000 elm, 8,700 white ash, 2,000 European 
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larch, 11,500 white spruce, 4,500 Norway spruce, and 13,400 red pine 
were planted early, making a total'of 45,250 trees. 


PLOT 18—Windham property; planting as follows: 8,000 elm, 
7,000 white spruce, and 700 white pine, making a total of 15,700 
trees. This is in addition to approximately 22,000 planted a year 
ago. 


On both PLOTS 17 AND 18care was exercised in selecting 
varieties best suited to varying types of soil conditions. 


SPOT PLANTING of 1,200 red pine and 1,000 white spruce was 
done at the County Home farm. 


On ALL COUNTY OWNED PLOTS a total of 94,775 trees were 
planted as follows: soft maple, 6,350; white ash, 9,000; white pine, 
3,700; red pine, 33,725; scotch pine, 1,000; ‘white spruce, 23,500; 
Norway spruce, 6,500; elm, 9,000; and larch, 2,000. 


To date fire lanes have been plowed on Plots Hyd; bo L0 and 11, 
and will be done on Plots 13, 16 and 17. 


We, your Committee, recommend that the cutting of fuel wood 
and brush be continued on Plot No. 4, Davis Property. That trimming 
on older plantations be done, and that signs be repaired and repaint- 
ed. Also new signs be erected on recent purchases. We also recom- 
mend that buildings on the Bonny Heath property be painted. That 
a line fence be constructed on the west side of the Woodhouse 
property. 


We also wish to express our appreciation to Mr. Frank Newman 
for his help and co-operation throughout the activities of the Norfolk 
County Reforestation Project,
